goes right back again. If a man sleeps 
in a box oar. however, or steals a 
dime, or gets drank, he is sometimes 
attached to a ball and chain and made 
to drag it throne h tbe streets from 
a week to ninety days, an objeot of 
public derisiou. worse than a galley 
slave. Some of them don't deserve 
any sympathy, bat a lot of them do 
Some of them are merely nnfortun 
atss who are overtaken by adversity 
in a strange place, and being arable 
to pay fines are put to work on the 
I street. I am- defending those who 
do not deserve it. not those for 
whom nothing is too bad The 
oourts, however, will probably judge 
the care by those who may be im- 
posed ou by the practice, and who 
may have to suffer tin justly for it. 
not by tbose who do deserve to labor 
on tbe streets. Some people might be 
hanged in tbe street, ami it could be 
said, 'serves him right, bo deserved 
it ' Hut with many others it would 
be different, and those latter are tbe 
ones the oourt* have to protect. " 

The chain gang matter has aroused 
a great deal of disenssion in Padncah.

Mr. Powell was no years of age and 
wa* born in Louisville. He was a hob 
of the late Or. Llewlyn Powell, one of 
Louisville's most prominent pbysi- 
siaai He oame to Padncah about 25 
years ago. Ha was for a long while 
local agent for the old 0. O. & M. W. 
railroad, predecessor of the I. C. Af- 
ter leaving the railroad eorvioe.be i 
in the insaranoe huslne.s for a nt; 
bar of years with Mr. R. 1 
For tbe past few year* ha i 
eonneoted with th* street railway 
company. 

He waa married here April 16,1884, 
to Mis* Mamie Dallam, who with five 
children survives him. He left three 
daughter*, Misses Letitla. Kalherine 
and I. no: a Powell, and two sons, Wil- 
liam and Lawrenoe Powell. Two 
brothers, Mr. Charles PoweU, of Am- 
tin. Texas, and Mr. Thomaa E. Pow- 
ell, of Montgomery, Ala., and three 
aistera. Mr*. M. B. Naah, of thi* 
oity, Mrs J. W. William*on, of St. 
Loni*. and Mis* Fannie PoweU. of 
Louisville, also survived him. 

The remain* will arrive from St. 
Loui* at 7 :30 o'clock thi* evening. 
No funeral arrangement* will ha 
made until then. 

Mr. Powell was one of the goo- 
fiest and most lovable of men. He 
was eepeoially endeared to hi* own 
family and to those who knew him 
best, and was universally popular.
